This interesting, well organized film 
clearly shows the great struggle which ani- 
mals must make survive the many natu- 
ral hazards which beset them and some 
instances, such that the passenger 
pigeon and the dinosaur, spell extinction. 

However, well shown are many illustra- 
tions ways which nature protects ani- 
mals. For example, animals are equipped 
with certain defense mechanisms for hiding, 
fleeing, and discouraging attack. The pro- 
snakes, toads, and others helps them 
blend with their environments that they 
are not noticeable their enemies. Some 
animals burrow into the sand hide under 
log, the case the prairie dog, 
seek refuge their underground holes. 
Other animals are equipped with means 
locomotion which they flee from pur- 
suers. Birds fly, the kangaroo hops, the 
antelope runs, the seal swims, the snake 
crawls, and some animals climb safety. 
Furthermore, the porcupine uses its sharp 
quills repel enemy; the bee armed 
with stinging device, the skunk’s scent 
discourages his enemies. 

The film shows each animal’s use his 
means survival dramatic manner, 
and the entire presentation possesses 
pleasing unity. Worthwhile class discussion 
following the viewing the film should 
stimulate students their own observ- 
ing the ways the various animals they 
see every day manage survive because 
the natural adaptation.

With 
these simple words small group dedi- 
cated men were orientated the world 
view apostolate they were destined 
begin, but not end. 

They did their work well. the brief 
span their lifetime, they blazed the 
Christian trail throughout the known world, 
and set the pace that each succeeding gen- 
eration would challenged accept and 
advance. But the Apostles and disciples en- 
listed the aid every newborn Christian 
who caught their apostolic spirit and car- 
ried the limits his sphere influ- 
ence. this were still true today, would 
two thirds the world still shrouded 
the darkness paganism? Why has the 
pace slackened? 

Not long ago missionary Sister tak- 
ing census large city parish had the 
opportunity speaking with young Cath- 
olic couple who were neglecting their reli- 
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gious duties. They showed polite interest 
the attempts the Sister made remind 
them their obligations, but was soon 
evident that they had become enmeshed 
the materialism their age. Thinking 
strike respondent chord, Sister cited 
Christ’s example poverty the true way 
happiness. “Oh,” said the young man 
with shrug, “that was all right for Christ 
special mission life and one would expect 
that Him.” The idea Christians being 
associated with Christ His mission never 
seemed occur him. And this 
typical attitude many Catholic adults 
today. One need only observe their nar- 
row and selfish outlook life realize 
that the world view Christianity has 
somehow evaded them. 

Teachers religion want remedy this 
and awaken once more, especially the 
exuberant minds and hearts adolescents, 
the challenge that must continue 
offered every Christian who can made 
conscious his membership the Mys- 
tical Body. How can this apostolic forma- 
tion renewed our youth? One solu- 
tion take stand with Christ and the 
Apostles the mount and first look back- 
ward the School Religion which 
trained them, and then look forward 
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the Program Activity which followed 
His departure from them. 


The Disciples Emmaus 

There can doubt that the chief 
characteristic the School Christ was 
His divine presence. Personal contact with 
Christ and the corresponding willingness 
associated with Him His 
His teachings, His miracles, and His way 
life, the exclusion all others, were 
the basic conditions the Apostles’ train- 
ing. Perhaps many day later they 
would remember and repeat with the dis- 
ciples Emmaus: “Were not our hearts 
burning within spoke with Him 
the way?” Would that our young people. 
after hour religious instruction, could 
say the same! too much expect 
religion teacher inflame them? Not 
one realizes that the ordinary way Christ 
now uses contact souls through the 
instrumentality human agents who have 
consecrated themselves His cause!

This requires that him- 
self informed, and always 
ready give sound reason for the faith 
that him. Little some Catechists 
realize how many times boy girl 
their class has been chided for being “gulli- 
ble” accepting what “those priests and 
Sisters (who know nothing about life) tell 
you.” Lee was not nonplused, however. 
when question was brought school 
one day about the Catholic teaching 
divorce. “The Catholic Church teaches only 
what Christ taught,” 
claimed his class. don’t remember 
exactly where find the Bible, but 
know there and the next time 
religion class, will find out.” effec- 
tive instruction more than factual. 
Lee’s case, keeps pupils alert both 
detect the falsehoods about them and 
defend the truth. 

Information without inspiration, however, 
not lasting. know should not 
that C-class movie,” Sharon complained,

when they can sense the revolutionary 
leadership with which drove out money 
changers well devils, and defied the 
hypocrisy religious fanatics; when they 
can blot out the distance which separates 
them from the Christ history and admire 
Him the Christ their own times, 
appealing each them “lend 
your hands, your talents, your then 
and then only will they know what means 
contact Christ, and perhaps not until 
then will they even desire unite them- 
selves more frequently with Him Mass 
Holy Communion. 

teacher who succeeds getting only 
few pupils judge situations Christ 
would judge them, value things 
would value them, take steps avoid 
what misleading and displeasing Him, 
has accomplished more than the greatest 
professor any earthly science. al- 
most needless add that before teacher 
can thus introduce Christ modern youth, 
she must have first contacted Him, 
not only the pages the Gospels, but 
the experiences faith that flows from 
communion with Him life prayer. 
That why there are fewer teachers 
found who achieve the objective teach- 
ing religion for appreciation than there are 
those who are satisfied with aiming merely 
instill knowledge. Appreciation must 
caught! And then becomes the influence 
that transfers love into action always the 
ultimate objective. 


Practice Social Holiness 

The information that convinces the mind 
and the inspiration that touches the heart 
find their completion the Christlike influ- 
ence that motivates the will develop 
Christlike habits. The example teachers 
and fellow pupils who become “other 
Christs” the eyes their companions 
cannot measured and should not 
underestimated. this above all that 
challenges the youth who will 
and turns them into “Christophers” and 
Apostles ready join the combat for 
Christ the marketplace. Pupils expect 
teachers urge them attend the sac- 
raments frequently, but when they see their 
teacher the Communion rail every Sun- 
day, when teacher arranges with his 
class meet church First Friday 
order attend Mass and receive Holy 
Communion together, there more likeli- 
hood that this teaching will carry over into 
their Similarly, girls expect Sister 
hold the ideals modest dress, but 
when the teacher young working girl 
who always and everywhere modestly yet 
attractively attired. they sit and take 
notice. More, they will sometimes show 
courage and take action. “You can come 
our New Year party,” vivacious and 
popular Marian told her friends, “provided 
you wear Marylike gown and remember 
there will drinks other than punch!”

The Divine Teacher needed course 
studies. Divine Wisdom needed human 
guidance. But gave lasting example 
those who would have this need. 
knew that all who were destined carry 
His teachings would forced their 
natural limitations make use the ordi- 
nary means hand further His mission. 
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For them works miracles unless 
the humble realization dependence 
the Holy Spirit acting through human 
channels. What dedicated teacher reli- 
gion today would attempt stand before 
class high school pupils without well- 
prepared lesson, planned 
needs! What teacher would even try esti- 
mate their needs without the aid suit- 
able course studies developed specifically 
for that purpose! True, there will always 
those who will reluctant follow 
courses lesson plans, fearful they say 
having their initiative too much stifled. 
Hundreds others, however, are eagerly 
seeking for progressive developments 
modern methods and are willing share 
the training programs that govern and 
control their use. them lay the hope 
the future. Why should they not least 
efficient their profession the 
worker who offers evenings pleasure 
for the study that will assure him ad- 
vancement? the master must study 
warns Our Holy Father 
address teachers religion throughout 
the world. Yes, all need take aim and 
know where are going. The Confra- 
ternity Christian Doctrine program for 
the high school religion still its 
pioneer stage.

Although undoubtedly 
difficult turn small thing into big one, 
create something out nothing, yet, 
even the sight small tree struggling 
forth from the earth strangely pleasant 
look at, shortly before, the ground where 
now stands was covered with nothing but 
prickly

the light these convictions the 
teacher will more fortified face the 
specific difficulties methods and means 
teaching art and art appreciation.

Although 
the teacher never loses sight the impor- 
tance the creative approach, she must 
practical, too, and realize that art doesn’t 
just “happen.” the contrary neces- 
sarily bound “things,” not the least 
which the acquisition skills.

Too, ways gearing teaching more 
closely life have been explored 
various groups foods, clothing, and 
consumer education teachers.

Students’ Judgments 

rather remarkable study was made 
the 1930’s and published book called, 
Teachers and These students’ 
statements were collected and analyzed 
Dr. Frank Hart the University 
California. The book analyzes the opinions 
high school seniors regarding 
their teachers. Besides grouping the opin- 
ions, the book gives 500 individual stu- 
dents’ opinions the high school teachers 
they liked best, and 481 concerning the 
teachers they liked least, and 121 regard- 
ing those whom they considered the best 
teacher when she was not their 
favorite. These individual opinions are re- 
vealing. Just as, our former article, 
went back Sister Jutta’s book, so, 
this case. Dr. Hart’s book. And, 
aside. say that this another 
book that does not lose its value with 
time. The present custom regarding 
such book outmoded because has 
copyright five years old injury 
education.

Dr. Hart’s first question the high 
school senior was think the teacher 
you like best (always called Teacher 
and state your reasons for liking him 
her. The question was answered 3725 
high school seniors. superintendent 
principal could draw more desir- 
able list questions about teacher.

Teachers 
would find greater joy and satisfaction 
their teaching and children would hap- 
pier and learn more. 


What Students Dislike 

The revelation what goes class- 
rooms, and the need for such positive 
self-ideal and teacher ideal 
vidual teacher manifest the statements 
the qualities the teachers which the 
students liked least. Naturally these are the 
reverse the qualities the students like 
best, but apparently, judging 
vigor the language, they are more 
deeply felt.

The 
students lower mentality were the ones 
who challenged ability teach and, 
the same time, needed satisfy their 
desire producing commendable piece 
work. feel that met the challenge, 
least part, defleshing animals with 
the lower group. 


Catching the Animals 

Sophomore boys are still age when 
they like trap animals. seems that 
almost every case the boys who find school 
difficult are ardent lovers nature and are 
happy bring different specimens class, 
thus satisfying urge excel some- 
thing. When they realize that what they 
bring appreciated and wanted, they will 
try get whatever suggested. 

During this past year members the 
biology classes brought snapping turtle, 
horned owl, porcupine, blue heron, 
red-horse sucker, and many other worth- 
while specimens. contacted each the 
less talented students and asked them 
they would like extra credit work 
their own during free time. They were 
happy for the opportunity, outlined 


biology projects.

for them the possibility defieshing, re- 
articulating, and mounting skeletons ani- 
mals. significance that this oppor- 
tunity was given only students whose 
ranged from below about 
and none the work was done class 
time. Those students sacrificed their noon 
hours, after-school free time, and Saturdays 
the work. They even killed the ani- 
mals when they were brought alive, 
the snapping turtle was. you have never 
killed snapping turtle, try sometime 
and see what happens! 


Killing and Mounting Turtle 

Perhaps should into detail just 
how they carried the project deflesh- 
ing the turtle. Four boys each took rope 
and tied slip knot one end it. They 
slipped the loop around each foot the 
turtle and pulled tight that they could 
control those long, sharp claws that struck 
out viciously. The next dangerous 
weapon the turtle controlled was 
the head. One the boys took long- 
handled pliers and, opening the pliers, let 
the turtle close its beak over one the 
jaws the pliers. Then the boy quickly 
closed the pliers and pulled out the head 
and neck the turtle, thus allowing an- 
other boy slip loop around the neck. 
With all the appendages under control, 


the turtle was placed ventral side 
the laboratory cart and the four leg ropes 
secured tightly the posts the cart. 
Tension was kept the neck reduce 
the folds skin. The most daring the 
boys took razor and slashed her throat. 
The turtle bled and bled profusely, but 
don’t disillusioned the students were, 
for the turtle was far from dead. the 
boy released his hold the neck, 
reached over and placed the tapered end 
keyhole saw the nose the turtle. 
Her jaws opened and snapped shut the 
saw. Pull might, could not dis- 
lodge the saw for many minutes. Once the 
saw was freed, ropes were tightened again 
and the keyhole saw was used cut the 
connections between the plates. After the 
bottom plate was removed was simple 
remove the organs and take out the 
dozens eggs various sizes. Students 
were much taken the heart that con- 
tinued beat for hours after was re- 
moved. When the heart beat slowed down, 
they placed drop two water 
bring back the beating. 

Then followed about three weeks tedi- 
ous work removing the muscles and scrap- 
ing the bones. Scissors, scalpel, and tweez- 
ers were used for this work. The partly 
defleshed animal was immersed night 
weak solution sodium hydroxide 
potassium hydroxide first, but time 
ran and the flesh began decompose, 
ammonium hydroxide was substituted 
control the odor and the same time help 
remove the grease the bones. 

Wherever possible, the muscular tissues 
were left hold the smaller 
gether. This was done especially the 
vertebrae the neck, the bones the 
tail, and the bones the feet. The larger 
bones were all separated and then rearticu- 
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lated with fine wires. The wires used, 
the way, were obtained from the florist free 
charge. Holes were drilled the ends 
and sides the bones inch 
bits. electric drill was used. When 
first started rearticulating bones with stu- 
dents, made them use hand drills. While 
that method very safe one follow, 
tedious especially the larger bones. 

The partly cleaned and the cleaned parts 
the skeleton were always kept under 
water. When sufficient work was completed 
that some idea the size the animal 
could determined, drawing was made 
possible mount and submitted one 
our garage men who welded quarter-inch 
metal rods match our plan. also 
threaded about one and half inch one 
end the upright rods. Scrap lumber was 
sanded and used for the base. Nuts the 
sides the mount were countersunk and, 
since double nuts were used, the frame 
could drawn very tightly. 

After the last bit flesh was removed 
from the turtle, the bones were bleached 
hydrogen peroxide, rinsed, and the pha- 
langes formed into position and left dry 
the mount. final touch, the dried 
skeleton was sprayed with plastic lacquer 
assure permanency. 


First-Hand Knowledge 

Now that the mechanical side this 
project has been described. shall con- 
sider the educational benefits derived. 
mention few general values. might say 
that know better way teaching 
how directions carefully and how 
work painstakingly for hours re- 
quired work well arousing interest 
the field biology. The feel, appear- 
ance, and arrangement the organs 
particular animal cause the students ask 
questions and then learn the answers that 
they would never otherwise grasp from 
class discussion lecture. Arteries, mesen- 
teries, nerves, and the like, take en- 
tirely different meaning when the students 
are brought into such close contact with 
them. learn doing has become much 
more pleasant and easier than learn from 
books. Student attitudes and appreciations 
are changed and developed when they work 
close one God’s perfect master- 
pieces, and after what are biology 
teachers expected impart our high 
school students? Not necessarily 
long, unpronounceable terms, detailed 
names bones and muscles, for these are 
tests memory and will for- 
gotten before the students cross the thresh- 
old the school. They will, however, carry 
with them the interests have created, 
the attitudes have developed, and above 
all, appreciation God’s great gift 
Nature.

sons. The analogy family can bring 
out all these truths. Changing from one 
another the use too many analogies 
confusing. the analogy “original sin 
like dirt clean garment” stressed, 
the child has difficulty seeing that the 
chief effects baptism are the giving 
new life which makes one child 
God and heir heaven. Emotional 
attitudes toward the known term 
analogy are often transferred the other 
term. these attitudes are unfavorable

Henry VII initiated the rule the 
autocratic Tudors, when attained the 
British throne 1485. This monarch 
stocked his royal treasury “suggesting” 
his rich subjects that they had enough 
money make gifts the king. When 
Henry had collected enough these 
was able live quite in- 
dependently Parliament. allowed 
Parliament come together only five times 
during his entire reign years. 

The eldest Henry’s four children was 
Arthur, rather sickly lad. The king had 
arranged with the famous rulers Spain, 
Ferdinand and Isabella, that Arthur was 
marry their daughter, Catherine 
Aragon. But when Catherine arrived 
the foggy land England, she 
found herself lonesome little Spanish 
princess. Frail Arthur, her betrothed, spent 
much his time caring for his ailing 
health. was the second son, Henry, who 
saw Catherine more often. superb horse- 
man, Henry often took her riding. 
scholar, was able chat with the 
Spanish princess her native tongue. They 
seemed enjoy themselves together. But 
Catherine was marry the delicate Ar- 
thur, and marry him she did! Shortly 
after the marriage, however, Arthur died, 
leaving Catherine without place the

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English royal family. Henry then spoke 
for her, and his father obtained dispen- 
sation from Rome for the youth marry 
his brother’s widow. 

the very year his succession 
the throne England, 1509, Henry, 19, 
married Catherine, who was 25. Despite 
the difference ages, their wedded life 
was for many years happy one. Though 
the royal pair had number children, 
only one survived, little Mary. 

Henry VIII very much desired son 
his heir. Gradually, superstitious 
fear that his marriage was not pleasing 
God’s eyes (though had been sanctioned 
the Pope) began cloud his thoughts. 
About this time, too, mad infatuation for 
Anne Boleyn, one the ladies 
court, swept him off his feet. Unable 
get divorce from Rome, eventually 
took matters into his own hands, proclaim- 
ing himself head the Church Eng- 
land. Having broken with the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, divorced Catherine and 
married the glamorous Anne. The result 
this marriage was Elizabeth. But Henry 
soon tired Anne, and declaring her 
guilty monstrous crimes, divorced and 
beheaded her. The very next day Henry 
married Jane Seymour, who bore him 
only son, later become Edward VI. 
Three other wives were Anne Cleves, 
Catherine Howard, and Catherine Parr, 
who alone survived him. 

Henry’s death 1547, three his 
children were line for the crown: Mary 
his first (and legal) marriage, Eliza- 
beth his second, and Edward his 
third. Who would receive the throne? The 
English people decided that was 
his son, although was the youngest 
the trio. It’s man’s world, you know! 
Does anybody remember the story 
Mark Twain’s Prince and the Pauper? 
Well, Edward was the prince that 
tale. 

When the young King Edward died 
16, who you think was next line 
for the throne? Mary was chosen. Her first 
care was restore England Catholicism. 
The choice husband from her mother’s 
native land, Philip Spain, was not 
popular with the British. Philip loved her 
little, all, and left for Spain probably 
even before their first wedding anniversary. 
saddened Mary devoted all her energies 
rooting heresy her domains; this 
resolve necessitated number execu- 
tions. this epoch that earned for her 
the name “Bloody Mary.” The five 
unhappy years Mary’s reign closed with 
her premature death 1558. 

Once again the English people looked 
forward the future with hope, when 
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Henry’s third child, Elizabeth, ascended 
the throne. Educated, intelligent, and witty, 
Elizabeth made herself popular with her 
subjects. She set about making England 
truly Protestant. this she succeeded. 

During the years her reign, Eliza- 
beth’s England reached its peak material 
wealth, national independence, cul- 
ture. Not all this success was due 
Elizabeth, for such elements 
father’s preparation during his rule, her 
happy choice ministers aid her, and 
the particular time her accession de- 
serve consideration. 

Though she dallied with the idea 
marriage often, Elizabeth never could 
bring herself share her throne with any 
one else. was standing joke her 
court the steady stream possible suit- 
ors from all over Europe. Still, through 
this tangled web half century 
English history runs the thread Eliza- 
beth’s strong personality. 

When “Good Queen Bess” died, she left 
heir. Where were the English turn 
for sovereign? Scotland. Henry VII’s 
third child had married James Scot- 
land, Stuart. James was followed 
Mary Stuart, who had been beheaded 
Elizabeth some years previously. Mary’s 
son had meanwhile become James 
Scotland. The English nation invited James 
come over England James And 
the House Tudor gave way the 
House Stuart and the divine right kings. 
James, you see, had idea his head; 
was that God had given certain men 
divine right rule, and nobody should 
ever try gainsay it—for was from 
God Himself! 

shall see later, James got himself 
into trouble with the English because 
his divine right ideas. Surely, Henry VII 
(who called Parliament only five times 
during his reign, remember?) and all the 
Tudors down Elizabeth had ruled auto- 
cratically; but they used psychology. They 
managed get what they wanted from 
the English governing body, but they never 
told Parliament so. 

Turning the last child Henry VII, 
discover one those romantic episodes 
from history that Disney produced short 
time back. (This section mainly frosting 
and can easily omitted.) the time 
Mary Tudor was 18, her father had died, 
and her older brother Henry VIII was 
running things. Henry was most anxious 
make alliance with France marrying 
his little sister the doddering old Louis 
XII. But Mary didn’t want to; fact, she 
was already love with Charles Brandon, 
earl Suffolk. Finally, Henry promised 
her that she would consent the 


French marriage, would allow her 
marry the man her choice after Louis’ 
death. that condition, Mary 
for France. Crowned queen France 
November, Mary remained with Louis XII 
until died the following January. Im- 
mediately, Brandon crossed the channel 
for Mary. Happily married later, the 
couple went off live the English coun- 
try, where they passed uneventful rural 
life, journeying now and again court 
functions. And that the story how 
queen France became simple country 
wife!

Chalkboard Problems 

The major problem using the chalk- 
board that ghost that 
cannot erased ordinary means. These 
are caused using inferior grade 
chalk and improper cleaning the 
board. 

Through microscope, the surface 
chalkboard would look like huge mass 
hills and valleys. This provides the “bite” 


chalkboard trouble. 


which causes the chalk leave mark. 
Inferior chalk leaves ghost 
mark not easily erased. Second-grade chalk 
contains about per cent whiting and 
per cent common clay. The clay gets 
buried the “valleys” the chalkboard. 
Third-grade chalk (tapered and full air- 
bubble holes) often contains hard spots 
which may permanently damage the chalk- 
board surface. 

Top grade chalk, containing per cent 
more pure precipitated whiting, does 
not leave ghost marks. And costs only 
about seven cents per gross more than the 
cheaper grades. 


Auxiliary chalkboards with permanent 


lines are handy. 


What has been said about grades chalk 
applies colored well white chalk, 
but, addition, there are two kinds 
colored chalk, one made for chalkboards 
and the other for use paper. The latter 
buries itself into the chalkboard 
and difficult erase. 

Oil-base cleaners for chalkboards cause 
additional problems. time, the oil con- 
tent builds the “valleys” causing 
writing and erasing difficulty and glare 
spots. 


Renovating Chalkboard 

Oil and the ghost marks your chalk- 
boards may removed rather easily. Use 
mild abrasive such Bon Ami, fine 


powdered pumice, good quality 
“kitchen” cleanser damp cloth. Test 
first obscure corner see that 
will not scratch the board. doesn’t, 
proceed remove all the oil and ghost 
marks. Then rinse thoroughly with water 
remove all such foreign substance the 
glue which holds the whiting together 
piece chalk. After the board has dried 
thoroughly, cover with top-grade chalk; 
when this erased, your board nearly 
good new. 

However, water not recommended for 
the daily cleaning chalkboards. Just 
erase them with felt eraser, followed 
wiping with piece turkish toweling 
chamois.
